Wasnington, D. C., March 9.—The
chair laid before the senate a
communication from the navy depart-
ment, with a draft of the birl recom-
mending an increase of tive hundred
enlisted men in the naval service,

Bayard offered at amendment that
not more than three members shall
be advocates of prohibition.

The Chinese bill was taken up.

Mr. Hawley urged the measure wils
contrary to the principles of the
American legislation,

Mr. Jones replied to Mr. Hoar on
the anti-Chinese bill, arguing that the

yisions of the bill, were not in vio-

tion of American ideas, and were
necessary to the welfare of the Pa-
cific states.

After Miller had answered the ad-
verse criticiam on the bill, Merrill
maid the question whether it was wise
or politic to suddenly prohibit Chi-
nese emigration, was a delioate one.

J., saying he was ill. When tele-
graphed to about the matter he
replied that he was to ill to
come to New York, He is yet
to ill to be placed under
arrest. He ia 65, has been employod
in the bank thirteen yearas and was
trusted implicitly. He has a family
of grown sons and daughters and has
always heen a prominent Methodist.
The defalcation has been going on for
months. Tt is axpeoteg that the
comptroller of the currency will prose-
cute Cornwell.
